An electric etching tool 
will be loaned lor this pur¬ 
pose, On a three day basis, 
and may be checked out at 
a.ny time by presenting your 
driver’s’ license to the offi¬ 
cer at the Information Desk 
of the Sierra Madre Police 
Department. 'This tool will 
etch glass, metals, ceramics, 
or wood' surfaces. 

Upon return of the tool, 
you will be given an Oper¬ 
ation Identification decal. 
We suggest that you affix 
it In a conspicuous place 
near or on your front door. 

Your participation in this 
program is greatly appreci¬ 
ated by your Sierra Madre 
Police Department.
